Complainants Received Tax Notice 
—Judge Reserves Decision. 


—— 


, Great interest was taken In the 
Court.of Confirmation of tax enforce- 
ment returns for the Town of Redcliff 
which Was held in Medicine Hat last 
WedneBday morning before Judge 
Carpenter. 
“The chief cause for complaint was 
the intimation given by circular that 
a penalty of $2 per lot was. to be 
imposed on every ratepayer- who 
had not paid his taxes within the 
‘specified time limit. In cases where 
a person owned a number of lots the 
penalty charged up to this land was 
two, three and four times as much as 
the original taxes. This, as was men- 
tioned in The Review two weeks ago, 
looked most unreasonable and unfair, 
and the hope of getting their 
grievances righted a large number ap- 
peared before the Judge to place their 
ease before him. Lawyer Beattie, of 
Medicine Hat, represented the Red- 
cliff Security Company, the Power 
City. Company, and the Redéliff In- 
vestment Company, all of whom would 
be heavily hit by the new penalty law. 
In presenting his case to the Judge, 
Mr. Beattie followed along the lines 
brought oft in our editorial of two 
weeks ago, contending that the act 
made a distinction. between a lot and 
a parcel, and that he thought the 
‘meaning of the act was that in cases 
where there were a number of con- 
tiguous lots they be called a parcel, 
He also brought out the ‘point that the 
eosts in connection with such a parcel 
were no more than for a single jot. 
“thought. the clause. in the Act. 
‘with this was simply an in- 
mt do get the taxes paid with- 
ed>time and that the. 
penalty for néf"Paying vas contained 
in clause 323, which states tnat “In 
the event of any taxes remaining un- 
paid after the 3ist of December of 
each year there shall be added 
by way of penalty a sum equal to five 
per centum of the amount of taxes re- 
maining unpa‘d ain tee i Oe ae 
the event of their being unpaid on the 
ist day of July next following a 
penalty of an additional sum equal te 
five per centum of the amount of such 
taxes at that date remaming unpaid.” 
In the event of any taxes not being 
paid before going to court the Judge 
should fix the cost, © 

In dealing with Mr. Beattie’s re- 
marks the Judge said he did not think 
it was fair to expect a man with one 
lot who was only 50 cents in arrears 
in taxes to have to pay: the same pen- 
alty as a man with forty lots who was 
$20 behind in taxes. He also thought 
ft would be unfair to ask a man who 

might have twenty lots scattered in 
different parts of the town to pay 
twenty times the penalty of another 
man who might have twenty con- 
tiguous lots. “He stated that some 
towns had great difficulty collecting 
taxes and ‘he thought the law was 
made to enforce people to pay on time, 

The ‘Judge asked how the assess- 
ment and tax notices were made out 
and when informed that they were 
made out as_so many lots. in such a 
block at 50 cents per lot, suggested 
that a separate notice be made out for 
each lot. ; 

He then asked if there were any 
further complaints, and about twenty- 
five Redcliff taxpayers’ filed up” be- 
fore His Worship, each with the same- 
complaint. All ‘claimed they hind 
never received any notice of tne 
amount of their taxes previou# to the 
one on which the penalty was at- 
tached. «One claimed he had paid his 
last year’s taxes and produced a check 
as proof, yet he also gota notice that 
he was penalized. Another claimed he 
had received tax notice and paid his 
taxes for 1912, yet had received no 
notice whatever for 1918 taxes until 
the one penalizing him. At this 
juncture the Judge’ remarked that 
things were evidently run very’ slack 
and he could see no reason why all.

averted,
